Amendments To Liquor Act 
Become Effective May Ist. 


“Amendments to the Alberta -Li- 
quor Control Act, which were passed 
in the legislature on Monday, are ex- 
pected to become effective on May 1, 
according to information furnished 


ithe Record. Among other provisions 


these amendments will permit pur. 
chase of beer in licensed hotels, for 
consumption off the premises, Beer 
rooms will be permitted to. remain 
open until ten o'clock Saturday even- 
ings and liquor permits will be re- 
duced to fifty cents. 

EDMONTON, Apl. 16—In the 
closing day of the session the legisla- 
ture put through some of its most 
important legislation, ‘namely, a- 
mendments to the Alberta Liquor 
Control Act, which precipitated most 
heated discussion of entire session 
and saw the U.F.A, members debat- 
ing with each other to an extent nut 
seen for many years. 

In the net result two highly import- 
ant amendments were passed) One 
extends the hours of closing beer 
parlors on Saturdays until 10 p.m. 
instead of 9 p.m, as at present. and 
the other permits bottled beer to be 
taken from the premises where it 1s 
purchased, for consumption else- 
where. The liquor commissioner 1s 
also empowered to extend hours be- 
yond 8 o’clock for liquor stores. 

Discussion on these two points oc- 
cupied the House for most of the day 
with the extension of closing time be- 
ing the last item of legislation dealt 
with by the House. 

But the bill did not get to the 
stage where His Honor gave it assent 
without considerably move difficu!ty. 

When Hon. J. F, Lymburn, K.C., at 
torney.general, moved third reading 
of amended bill, Hon, Irene Parlby, 
minister without portfolio, moved 
“that the said bill be not now read a 
third time but that it be referred 
back to the committee of the whole 
with ‘instructions that they have 
power to amend it by eliminating 
from it all such provisions as_ will 
allow the sale of beer by the bottle 
by a beer license for consumption 
elsewhere than on the premises.” 

One Majority 

On e division which was called the 
amendment was defeated by a soli- 
tary vote, the count reading 28 
against to 27 for. 

With this amendment disposed of 
A. L. Sanders, U_F.A., Stetiler, mov- 
ed that the bill Le given a six-months 
“hoist” which would have had the ef- 
fect of killing it. 

This went to a division but was de- 
feated by 43 to 13. 

Then the main motion to give 
third reading was put and it carriei 
without a division, 

The decks were then cleared far 
prorogation which took place a few 
minutes later.

Forceful words were uttered by 
Hon, J. F. Lymburn, KC., attorney. 
general, in speaking to the amend- 
ment which ultimately passed. The 
amendment was moved by F_ C. 
Moyer, Independent, Drumheller. 

“If the situation regarding boot- 
legging is as serious as many claim 
it is, then it is high time the govern- 
ment stepped in and took complete 
control of the liquor business and 
eliminated private enterprise  alto- 
gether,” he said. “If the represent- 
ations regarding prevailing —condi- 
ions ara correct, why should we try 
to alter the act, to widen its provis- 
ions? I am very much opposed to 
any change that would increase Lecr 
parlor facilities at present.” 

Gordon Walker, U.F_A.,  Nanton- 
Claresholm, contended that the aci 
should not be widened at present and 
opposed the amendment. 

W. H. Shield, U_F.A., MacLeod, en- 
dorsed Mr. Walker’s sentiments. 
“The situation is now developong to 
the point where it should be definite 
ly cleared up,” he said. , 

B-otlegging Charged 

W. G. Farquharson, U.F.A,, Rib- 
stone, said that as a resident near 
the Saskatchewan border he knew 
there was a great deal of bootlegging 
going on. “A great deal of beer is 
being brought in from Saskatchewan 
and the liquor board has no evidence 
of what is taking place,” he said. “If 
the board was granted power it could 
That sort of thing can -: 
go on. I see no other way of coz- 
trolling it unless by amending the 
act. Whether this costs money or 
not, it should be done, It we can 
get the act working in a proper way 
then we could hold a plebicite in the 
near future.”

Ottawa.Three hundred members 
and senators greeted Hon. Archdale 
Parkhill, Australian postmaster-gen- 
eral, when he was tendered a lunch- 
eon by Premier R. B,. Bennett. An 
outline of the financial steps taken 
by Australia to combat the depres- 
sion was given but the Antipodean 
minister made no reference to infla- 
tion, one of the cardinal planks. 

From a position where the Aus- 
tralian deficit reached $200,000,000 in 
| the fiscal year 1930-31, it was re- 
versed this year to a surplus of $22,- 
000,000 and a taxation reduction of 
$45,000,000. Under the  premier's 
plan, interest on public debts in Aus- 
tralia was reduced from five god six 
per cent. to a flat rate of four per 
cent., salaries of members, public ser- 
vants were cut 10 to 25 per cent. 
and social services and general ex- 
| penses cut to the bone. On the other 
band, the sales tax was increased, in- 
|¢ome taxes stiffened and legislation 
| passed to lower interest rates on prt 
vate debts.

In The Weakening of The.Corner 
Stone I have referred to tne conclus- 
ion of the League of Nations and do. 
so again for the pains with which the 
enquiry was conducted and the im- 
paitially and authority of the en- 
quiring body.

ing to our own Canadian situation 
we may well be worried as we look 
into the future. Agriculture is our 
mainstay, Oanadian agriculture was 
largely developed by credit. That 
credit became common through legis- 
lation which effectively protected pro- 
perty when it was passed over to tie 
use of others. And now, by other 
legislation, that protection has been 
measurably withdrawn, 

It is an old story. it is a familiar 
one in the Old World where times 
again hungry men and women have 
raided bakeries, and destroyed, the 
ovens. It ig as old as the days .o 
Genesis. when tribesmen, with the 
sanction of the law they made tnem- 
selves, broke their covenants and 
crossed the pillar for harm to their 
neighbours, 

The consequences of disregard for 
property rights are inescapable. His- 
tory has written them in large - let- 
ters down through the ages. When 
masses of mengbreak their covenants 
to-day, under cover of. law, we have 
no reason ‘o believe that the cons- 
quences will be less disasterous, 

When legislatures lay down laws 
enabling producers to borrow other 
people’s capital in search for profit 
when they altar 
which capital has been 
loaned on the ground that the pro- 
ducers have had loss, rather than 
‘gain, they destroy credit, When 
legislatures relax laws as to keeping 
what belongs to another,. on the 
ground of the borrower’s need, they 
invite laxity of thought as to the pro- 
priety of taking what belongs to 
another, on the ground of need. 

These matters are not creations of 
my own guess-work; they are lessons 
drawn from the pages of history, 

I know those pages are blurred iy 
self interest. That also’ io a lesson 
of history. Perhaps a-homelier il. 
lustration is required ‘to make clear 
the résults, when. legislatures con- 
done desregard for property If-a 
man were to “take” a cow from your 
stable you would fear for the safety 
of society, if the legislature passea 
laws allowing men to keep cows they 
take from other people’s stables, on 
the ground of need. If a dairyman 


g@ ‘refused to return a cow you-had Toan 


éd him, and the legislature condoned 
lris action, becaus2 the butter market 
had partially collapsed, you would 
be none the less fearful for the safe- 
ty of society. You would probably 


see quite clearly then that, to pre- 
m *€rve society, the 
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legislature must 
preserve title to property that has 
been temporarily passed over to the 
use of others Ani yet, some will 
still approve of legislative action 
which condones producers in their re- 
fusal to return the capital they bor- 
rowed to buy land or, in default, re- 
turn the security they have pledged. 
They may even expect men to go on 
borrowing and lending : and trusting 
one ahother. 

With much of the capital loaned 
by great corporations to farmers, 
they may think in the depression of 
to-day there is plenty for all on the 
other side if the pillar. They may 
say there is only good and no harm 
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in the breaking of covenants. - The 

nature of the capital that was loaned 

on farrth mortgages and the occupa- 

tions of the people who own it will 

be our next source of enquiry. After

of. whatever in them was ignoble and a We love first and reflect 


trivial and poor for the noble, worthy 
and rich, 

He called these sorrows—tribula- 
tions, threshings of the inner, spirit- 
ual man without which there © could 
be no fitting him for the heavenly 
garner. You now see the great ex- 
perience which lies behind that one 
word—a history in itself. 

Some words have degenerated and 
today are used in a sense not origin- 
ally conveyed, Take the word idiot. 
Today it suggests lack of mental 
powers; formerly it simply a man 
who lived a private life. Again it 
would be a dubious compliment to 
say to a group of young ladies “you 
are a homely looking group.’”’ When 
the word was first coined it was a 
real compliment and _ signified that, 
the individual had the qualities of a 
homemaker, Knave was a lad, and 
villian was a peasant. They have no 
such meaning today. 

On the other hand words have been 
elevated, purified and ennobled, Once 
they expressed only an earthly good 
while now they give -expression to 
heavenly worth, The word “para- 
disé” on the Hpi of @ Greek Widane 
a park, or garden of bowers. The 
Jews exalted it to signify the won- 
drous abode of our first parents. The 
garden of Eden has a paradise. Jesus 
used the word as descriptive of the 
blissful waiting place of faiteful de- 
He said to the ties on 
the cross “This day shalt thou ve 
with “me in Paradise,” : 

“Regeneration” to the Greek de- 
scribed the rebirth of nature in 
springtime. When the Jews returned 
from Babylonian captivity and saw 
his city rebuilt and contrasted his 
privileges with what Babyion o.jerec. 
He spoke of the regeneration of His 
people. We know that the word re- 
generation has become the bearer of 
one of the most important and most 
blessed mysteries of the Christian 
faith—the rebirth of men through di- 
vine grace. I have heard returned 
missionaries till of the difficutly they 
experience in trying to elevate a» 
word so that it will be the bearer of 
spiritual truth to their minds: to 
get them to see it express a good 
pertaining to heaven, 

Think for a moment of our topic, 
“The Fruit of the Spirit.” What ima- 
gery lies behind that one word ‘fruit!’ 
The prodigality of providence almost 
bewilcers us in the matter of fruic, 
The orchard field, pastures, rivers 
and ‘gardens give us their fruit. 
Time does not warrant their tabuia- 
tion in any one line, And there as if 
present gifts were not enough we 
have the luxuriant forests of other 
ages etored away for us in our coal 
deposits. 

The Apostle Paul was a man of 
great mental imagery and he reflects 
upon the experiences which men have 
undergone. He revives the exper- 
ience of the flesh and tabulates them 
They are seventeen in number, Be- 
hind each word lies a gruesome ex- 
perience. Think of some; unclean- 
hess, strife, envyings, murders, 
drunkenness, revellings and such like 
They are not. very inspiring. 

He revives the experiences of tne 
spirit, They are nine in number 
and behind each is a blessed exper- 
ience. 

I wish you could see them and re- 
cognize that they are present possi- 
bilities in our lives. Jesus being: the 
same, yesterday, today and forever, 

Fruit is a result of a process at 
work in nature and the fruit of the 
spirit is the result of a process, the 
outworking of experiences with God. 

Isaith in Chapter 3:10 records 
“They shall eat the fruit if their do- 


Title in “What is Religion?” says 
the elemental thing which makes re- 
ligion necessary is not reason, but 
emotions, Emotiong are aroused by 
some external agent. Savory meat 
stir gastronomic emotions, Some ex- 
ternal agency quickens something 
which is within, Emotions ripen in- 
to conceptions, which ripen:into sen- 
timents. The will impells towaras 
action. The mouth speaks out the 
abundance of the heart, The gentle 
hand diffuses the precious fragrance 
of grateful love. We are in tove. 
So behind “Love” there is the exper- 
ience of becoming enamoured with 
God, His thought, words and grace 
have captured us. Our emotions are 
stirred. Something about Him has 
caught our admiration. We are in 
love with God. He has become the 
one altogether lovely, Someone has 
defined, religion: as_ falling 
with God. So here it is. 

Have you had the’experience? As 
a gentle breeze fans the smouldering 
embers so may the goodness of God 
about us kindle our emotions) May 
we experience taat now. O love that 
reaches up to God and flows out to 
our fellowmen, Love for our feiiow- 
men is implied, If any man says he 
loves God and hates his brother the 
truth is not in him. 

So you see the grand and thrilling 
experience which men have with God. 
The word was coined to sum up the 
experience, Words convey the men- 
tal treasures of one individual to 
another. 

Let us take the second—“joy,” By 
joy we mean the excitement of plea- 
surable feelings caused by success of 
the acquisition of some good, Zach- 
eus came down and received Him joy. 
fully. So the word ‘joy’ has behind 
it an experience. 

Any miracle illustrates joy—Ima- 
ine the joy of the Widow of Nain 
when her son was restored to her or 
the Motaer of Jesus when the cause 
for consternation was removed at the 
marriage in Cana of Galilee. 

Easter ‘s just passed and is recog- 
nized as a season of “joy.” Here it 
was an experience for them to find 
their lost Christ. 

The story is told that when Eng- 
land abolished the Slave traffic that 
the ships, whi.h c:r.ied th» me sage 
to islands, by the use of megaphones 
announced it before the ship landed, 
The freed inhabitants danced in joy 
in their new found liberty. 

So the thought of Paul is that a 
wonderful experience is possible 
through the spirit) Man who is a 
slave tg sin can find freedom and the 
acquisition of that brings joy, “He 
whom the Son makes free ig free 1n- 
deed. Have you,a joy in your life 
because of such liberation, release. 
wrought by relationship with Jesus 
Christ? Paul was the embodiment of

Good 
seed, commercial fertilizer, and fre- 
quent mowing, are three essentials in 
the development of a splendid lawn 
of fine stémed grasses free from 
weeds. For shaded corners, all seed 
houses put a special mixture of 
grasses on which do not require full 
sun, 

Steep pieces of ground can be 
turned into the most beautiful parts 
of the garden by the judicious use of 
old weather-beaten stones and alpine 
plants.. Such gardening is not to be 
confused with the old-fashioned and 
very artificial rockeries. In the kind 
advocated here, boulders are set into 
the side of the hill, embedded #6 deep 
that frost will not seriously disturb 
them, and also in such a way that 
the soil between will lead back into’ 
the main bank. Between the rocks 
a_miniature Rocky Mountain Range 


is created with gulleys, alpine mead- 


ows, crags and steep canyons. Seed 
catalogues usually list alpine rock 
garden plants separately. It is most 
important to secure seeds and plants 
suitable to Canadian canditiong and 
it is also advisable to get special 
literature on the subject, ‘or visit a 
neighboring rock garden, before at- 
tempting too elaborate a lay-out.

Science has discovered \that many 
artificial drugs are better. for some 
than the naturally occur- 


unoesirable after-effects. It is now 
replaced by such artificial drugs as 
stovaine and novocaiie. To stop 
bleeding, which does not occur when 
cocaine is used but does with novo- 
caine, another drug known as adrena- 
lin is added to the novocaine. 
Adrenalin was obtained at first from 
certain animal glands but it is now 
prepared in chemical laboratories. 
Minute living organisms called bac- 
teria ‘are responsible for most dis- 
eases and it is the purpose of a dis- 
infectant to destroy them. Many 
kinds of chemicals aie used for kill- 
ing germs. Chlorine is an excellent 
disimectant and is added to tne 
water supply of most cities to 
eliminate harmful germs. Hydrogen 
peroxide is very usetul becau.e when 
auuted with water it is not poison- 
ous. Certain kinds of tooth-paste 
contain substances which when 
brought in contact with water pro- 
duce hydrogen peroxide. Other dis- 
infectants contain carbolic acid and 
similar substances, known as cresols, 
which are obtained from coal-tar.

Reduce Railway Wrecks 


Trains Are Automatically Stopped 
When Journals Become Hot 

J. E. Edwards, veteran Winnipeg 
railroader, claims a device he had in- 
vented would in future prevent rail- 
road accidents caused by hot journ- 
als. 
Mr. Edwards’ invention, he claims 
will detect any overheating and is so 
constructed that the air will be 
automatically released from the train 
to apply the air brake if the journal 
ig hot enough to require attention, 

The device, attached to a railway 
car with the conventional air brake 
system, detects overheating by 
means of fuse caps with lugs having 
a composition which will melt at a 
a predetermined high temperature. 
Within the fuse plug is inserted a 
smaller plug which will melt and 
permit a slight flow of air to escape 
thus causing light application of the 
brakes.
